Tell 
me, if you can, what's happening. 


The short version: 

One of three 811As shows anode color at very low values of plate current. 
The other two behave normally and show no color under normal operating 
conditions. I want to know why one tube, and only one tube, should be so 
sensitive. 


Other data: 
All three tubes are from the same source, which is probably Chinese. 


All three tubes are pulls. 


All three show signs of having been previously overheated in that their 
anodes display some disfigurement. 


Despite this, all three put out good power (even the one that shows color 
prematurely) and all three test good on my TV-7. 


So what's going on here? Why would one of three tubes, presumably made of 
the same materials and construction techniques (in fact having the same date 
code) show anode color at miniscule values of plate current while the other 
two behave properly???

The old-style brownish, round cross-section cable lacing cord seems to 
have disappeared a number of years ago, from what I've seen showing up at 
the swaps. I got lucky and found a full spool of the stuff recently, 
complete with the paper information slip. It said: 


"LINEN LACING 
6 CORD 

RIGHT TWIST 
MIL-T-713" 


In checking the McMaster-Carr catalog, I find that they have the stuff 


(but at a high price). It is multiply ply pre-waxed linen threads. Waxed 
finish is mildew resistant. Meets military specification MIL-T-713A. 

Type N. The 6-cord size is 0.044 inch diameter, has a breaking strength 
of 40 pounds, and approximately 1800 feet is contained on a "1-pound 
tube". Their catalog number is 3858115, price about $32 per tube. They 
also have an 8-cord (.051-inch) and 12-cord (.063-inch) variants for the 
same price. What they xdon't*x say is whether the stuff has a round or 
flat cross-section. Has anyone ordered this from them, and is it the 
"historically correct" stuff? McMaster-Carr: (310) 692-5911 


I've also noticed that some field repairs to microphones, headsets, etc. 
must have resulted in the loss of the metal clip that serves as a strain 
relief for the PJ-54, PJ-55, PJ-68 plugs. In its place, I've found a very 
neatly wrapped layer of either brown twine or cable lacing cord. It 
worked so well for them that I've started using the same technique on my 
gear. I usually finish up with a coat of radio/tv service cement or 
polystyrene q-dope on the knot, to prevent unraveling. 


If you can't find cable lacing cord at a reasonable price, you might try 
the sewing thread intended for leather work. Tandy Leather sells white 
thread in various sizes that works well, once you've run it across a cake 
of beeswax (also available at Tandy). For the purists, it may be 
worthwhile to try soaking the white thread in either coffee or tea before 
waxing. That may help coloration a bit.

I've had this 
spool for years! Tandy used to sell a small honeycomb wound spool of 
heavy linen thread that was waxed already. It should be a very close 
substitute for cable lacing cord if they still sell it! It was 
‘replacement' or 'refill' for the lockstitch sewing awl. They sold it 
two ways: one a small bobbin that fit the lockstich awl and on a bulk 
roll.

Dear BA'ers, 


I am constantantly lacing up new wiring harneses or re-lacing ones in 

old equipment. My preference is waxed lacing cord which I get from the 
Bosun's stores aboard ship. This cord is used for dressing up the ends of 
hemp rope, is a natural tan colour, and is approximately the same diameter as 
the existing material of yesteryear. One possible source of this cord would 
be a marine/boating supply house. The re-laced harness looks very close to 
the original and I'm pleased with the results. Another source for natural 
coloured unwaxed cord might be a sewing supply store or a place which sells 
materials to the shoe repair trade. 


If black cord is required, perhaps a fishing store may have what you need. 
Years ago, I purchased a spool of black (unwaxed) cord, the type that is used 
to catch larger fish. Not being a fisherman, I'm not sure of the sizes that 
it comes in, but it might be worth asking. Also, I used this same material to 
restring dial cords in radios. 


Hope these ideas prove fruitful.

Eico also put out (Model 730 "Universal Modulator, 1959).. 
Model 723 CW xmtr (1958), 60 watts input, 6DQ6 final. 80 
thru 10 meters bandsitched. Model 722 VFO (1961) physically 
matched the 723, self-powered 80 thru 10 mtrs. 


Main one mentioned here that I have seen is the Model 753 Tri-band 
transceiver, Eico's only venture (that I know of) into SSB and 
transceivers (1965).

1. Any inquiry regarding an item offered for sale short of a clear offer to 
purchase at a price ALREADY AGREED UPON should be treated as a mere inquiry.

On several occasions, I stopped at yard sales in little towns, where the 
others headed for the trinkets and I for the tools. At one sale, I found a 
strange yellow machine with a handle and a dial on top, which the lady said 
was used to find studs in your walls, but it seemed preposterously 
overdesigned for such a purpose. 


Then, noticing the red "CD" in a white triangle on blue, and the dial's odd 
calibrations -- © to 5 "r/hr" -- I realized this had to be a classic, 
Cold-War era geiger counter, presumably designed so you'd know when you could 


come out of your bomb shelter after the Big One and head off into the sunset 
on your Triumph. 


My question is, what the heck have I got here? This thing is pretty and 
weird, and in virtually mint condition, so it was definitely worth the $3 (if 
only as the bookend to end all bookends). But is it actually rare enough to 
be valuable, and does it have any current usefulness? The unit runs on one 
"D" battery, and is marked as follows: 


OCD ITEM NO. CDV-715 

MODEL NO.1A SER. NO 279518 
THE VICTOREEN INSTRUMENT CO. 
CLEVELAND, OHIO 


Finally, how does this thing work? The "circuit check" setting of the 
rotating switch causes a full deflection (as it's supposed to), and the zero 
knob zeros the needle, but the deflection in the four positions ("X100", 
'X10", X1", and "XQ.1") does not seem to correspond to anything in the 
environment, but is random, and the needle pins at the last two settings. It 
is possible that the “ion chamber" in the circuit (so named on the schematic 
inside) has deteriorated like a capacitor? Does some kind of restoration 
need to be done? Since an atomic war in the next few weeks is unlikely, do 
any common objects in the environment have a measurable 

radiation for calibration purposes, or is this thing designed to measure 
amounts too large for such fooling around?

Those (CDV-715) are not geiger counters. They don't have a proper 
gieger-muller tube, just that ionization chamber. They are radiation 
survey meters. A real gieger counter requires many handreds of volts 
of B+, those only have a 22-1/2 V B battery. 


If you put the right batteries in it, get it properly zeroed, and then 
get the meter to move, you are in grave danger. Those units are 
uselessly insensitive. 5 roentgens/hour will destroy your immune 


system mighty fast. (Not to mention 500 r/hr.) Hopefully there is 
nothing anywhere near you that can move the needle! 


The whole Civil Defense system of the 1950's and 1960's was a public 
relations pallative to make us love the bomb and hate the Russians. 
The crackers in the shelters were of absolutely no nutritive value. 
(I£ they had any, the rats would chew their way in and eat them.) The 
radiation survey meters just let you know how fast you would die. 


There are real Civil Defense gieger counters. The scale is in 
milli-roentgens/hour. The geiger-muller tube is in a seperate steel 
canister that clips onto the handle. They are much rarer than the 
survey meters. Any pottery with a Uranium glaze will make them tick.

I vaguely remember dismembering one of my Dad's radios in my youth. I 
stocked my junkbox by gutting old TV's and the like. Dad had a radio 
stored away in the basement that hadn't worked as far as I could remember. 
He was always "going to fix it someday". One day I took it into my head 
that he wasn't ever going to get around to fixing it. 


"Dad, you know that old radio down in the basement? Can I take it apart 
for my junkbox?" I ask, not really expecting to hear a "yes". 


Dad's reading the newspaper, or otherwise occupied. "Sure son", he 
replies. I high-tail it down the basement stairs before he changes his 
mind, and spend happy hours with the soldering iron, long-nose pliers, and 
wire-cutters dismembering the poor puppy. 


Needless to say, when I asked his permission Dad didn't think I meant 
THAT radio. 


The only surviving part is the signal strength meter. It was made by GE, 
is round and about 2 inches in diameter, black bezel and face, white scale 
with (undoubtably radioactive) phosphoresence paint on the needle and 
major scale divisions. 


This occurred in 1964, so the radio must have been older that that. I'd 
guess late 50's or early 60's. I think it used miniature tubes. I believe 
the set was AC/DC/battery. It was a portable, with a built-in whip antenna 
on the rear right-hand side - about like a National NC-66. I think it had 
a round or square clock-face dial rather than a slide-rule dial. I believe 
the case was originally gold hammertone, although my Dad painted it red at 
some point. I can't recall the name of the manufacturer, but I have some 
vague notion that it might have been Hickock. I'm not sure it covered Mw; 
I'm sure it covered some SW bands.

These are a bit unusual, in that they are made of single pieces of 
threaded molded glass, shaped somewhat like bullets. They have no metal 
bits at all. They are about 3/4 inch in diameter, and the molded threads 
are just a bit smaller than those on a regular household lightbulb. Ones 
made by GE are a little over an inch long and are smooth, and ones made 
for Westinghouse are a bit longer and have facets. 


These used to be found in just about every big Navy rig, like TBKs, 
TBLs, and TCKs, but seem to have gone away over the years. I can use 


just about any color (red, blue, green, amber, white, and clear are the 
ones I know about; right now I am not sure which ones I will actually 
need).

The other day when I picked up my additional BAs, I noticed on the top 
shelf of my friends closet, a large coil, 15" diameter and 4' long. It hada 
pivot mechanism built into it 2/3 of the way from one end. There was another 
smaller coil, same diameter, only about 15" long. It also had a pivot 
mechanism. It is almost like they were mounted in close proximity and they 
could be "coupled" by rotation. The wire on these was, I was told, Litz wire 
and it was close to 1/8" in diameter wire.
